Monday afternoon, a man 
walked into Simpson’s 
Apothecary on King Street 
and demanded narcotics, 
handing over a letter saying 
he had a weapon. 

Pharmacist Sean Simpson 
said Francois Jooste was the 
pharmacist on duty at the 
time, about 1:40 p.m., and 
gave the man a small quan¬ 
tity of narcotics—the phar¬ 
macy keeps limited supplies 
of limited on hand. 

There were no customers 
in the store at the time, just 
staff, Simpson said. 

Once the thief had what 
he had come in for, he 
quickly fled. No one was 
injured during the robbery. 

The pharmacy is releasing 
a photograph taken on the 
store camera, and although

That he would walk into 
the downtown pharmacy 
near one of the busiest 
intersections in town mid¬ 
day “is unbelievable, really 
brutal,” says Simpson. 

This was the first time 
the King Street apothecary 
has been targeted. It’s been 
five years since the Virgil 
pharmacy, then brand new, 
was robbed and set on fire. 


The suspect is described 
as a white male, about 30 
years old with an unshaven 
face. He is about 5’8” tall 
with a very skinny build. 

At the time of the rob¬ 
bery he was wearing a grey 
hoody with “Niagara 
College” on the front in red 
and white lettering, black 
pants with two white stripes 
down the side of each leg 
and a red baseball cap with 
white on the brim.

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Study will aid in future plans for historic Virgil school building 


Town hopes to 
encourage devel¬ 
opers to take the 
challenge of 
turning the historic 
school into a useful 
building in the com¬ 
munity.

With the opening of 
Crossroads, there are many 
questions as to what will 
happen to Virgil Public 
School, considered one of 
the oldest in the country 
still in use until last June. 

The school was declared 
surplus by the District 
School Board of Niagara 
(DBSN) in June and was 
offered for sale to public 
agencies. 

In July, council wel¬ 
comed the idea of purchas¬ 
ing the building and devel¬ 
oping a set of guidelines for 
a a study of the former 
school’s land use and the 
surrounding area. 

A land use analysis per¬ 
formed by a consultant will 
help with deliberations of 
how the school property 
could be redeveloped for 
the future. 


Depending on the nature 
of redevelopment of the 
site, it is anticipated that 
planning applications will 
be required, said Lord 
Mayor David Eke. 

He said he supports a 
study because the informa¬ 
tion should encourage new 
developers to undertake 
the challenge of turning the 
former school into some¬ 
thing useful for the com¬ 
munity. 

Currently, the property 
is zoned for institutional 
use, which allows for a 
school, a church, cemetery, 
government office, park, 
library or day care centre. 

Eke said he is concerned 
that without the study, 
potential pmchasers won't 
know what they can do 
with the property. 

“I don’t want to see it 
boarded up. It doesn’t cre¬ 
ate the vision we would like 
to see of our community.” 

The study will

town-initiated designation 
this week—the school 
board is expected to 
object—and will make that 
recommendation to council 
Monday. 

The original one-room 
stone building was built in 
1872. There is documented 


evidence that says there 
has been a school on the 
property grounds since at 
least 1845 and possibly as 
early as 1829, a town plan¬ 
ning report says. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
was concerned about what 
could be done with the 
property if the original one- 
room school was given a 
heritage designation. 

“If the Municipal 
Heritage Committee comes 
forward and gives the origi¬ 
nal one-room school a des¬ 
ignation, what could we use 
it for? It's zoned institu¬ 
tional. Doesn't that limit 
what a one-school room 
can do?” 

Will Walker, director of 
community and develop¬ 
ment services, told Dick if 
the building is designated,

which allows the town to 
purchase Virgil Elementary 
before the sale is opened 
up to the general public, 
Walker said. 

Once a school has been 
declared surplus, the DSBN 
has a process which it must 
follow to get rid of the 
school. 

Virgil has been offered 
to public agencies first, and 
if no parties are interested, 
the DSBN will open up the 
sale to the public. 

"We must move quickly 
on this matter because the 
opportunity for public 
agencies to make a deal 
closes at the end of 
September." 

The community and 
development advisory com¬ 
mittee has completed a 


draft of guidelines for the 

Once council approves 
the draft, the town will be 
looking for a consultant to 
complete the land use 
ananlysis. 

The planning reserve 
will pay for the study, with 
an upset cost of $7,500 
approved by the committee 
and to be ratified by coun¬ 
cil. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said he supported the idea 
of having a study complet¬ 
ed for the school property. 

"I support this one. It is 
our responsibility to set out 
guidelines for future devel¬ 
opment. It is also important 
to discuss what the commu¬ 
nity would like to see on 
the property."

31 years later, we're still running 


I t is not unusual these days, 
when talking about Terry Fox 
and his Marathon of Hope, to 
hear people give credit for lives 
that have been saved to research 
that was funded by Terry Fox, his 
Marathon of Hope and the annual 
runs that have occurred since. 

These are not the lives that are 
detailed in statistics released by the 
Terry Fox Foundation or the 
Canadian Cancer Society. 

They are the lives of our loved 
ones, our mothers, fathers, and 
even our children—people we care 
deeply about who are still with us 
because of advances that have 
been made in cancer treatment in 
recent decades. 

Many of us remember seeing 
Terry Fox as he struggled to com¬ 
plete a marathon a day, hopping 
on a prosthetic leg, passing 
through cities and towns and mak¬ 
ing his way along lonely highways. 

Sometimes the roads were lined 
with supporters. But much more 
often, he ran alone, with only his 
hopes and dreams to keep him 
company. 

He ran through six provinces, 
completed 3,349 miles, some of it 
on hot, sunny days, much of it 
through dreary, rainy weather. 

After running for 143 days, he 
was forced to stop. He was in pain. 
His cancer had returned, this time 
in his lungs. 

There was no treatment, no mir¬ 
acle cure that would keep him 
alive, able to finish what he started. 

And so for the last 31 years, it has 
been up to all of us to finish for 
him. 

It isn't just about money, 
although an enormous amount has 
been donated. When he started he 
hoped to raise $1 million—since 
then, more than $500 million has 
been raised in his name. 


But perhaps more important is 
the legacy he left us, the ongoing 
need to talk about cancer and 
keep talking until a cure is found. 

He inspired so much more than 
one event a year, albeit an event 
that is now world-wide, held in 
more than 60 different countries. 

He inspired the need for us to 
get involved in the cure. 

When asked why he was 
attempting something so extreme 
even his mother told him he was 
crazy, he spoke of the many chil¬ 
dren he had seen suffering while 
he was being treated—they was 
his inspiration, his motivation. 

Since that time, more and more 
of us have spent time in waiting 
rooms or treatment rooms, for 
ourselves or to provide comfort 
for loved ones. 

Even that, what has been called 
"the cancer experience," while 
still so horrible it hurts to think 
about it, is better than it was three 
decades ago. 

As was said this week by a Terry 
Fox Run volunteer, we've all been 
touched by cancer, and if we 
haven't, we will be. 

And so we walk, run or cycle, we 
take part in one event a year or 
many, we volunteer, we pledge 
others who participate—we do 
whatever we can. 

And we can thank Terry Fox for 
all of that, for raising the bar so 
high we know we can never reach 
it, but we have to keep trying. For 
him. 

The 31st annual run takes place 
across Canada this Sunday. In 
NOTL, it starts from Simcoe Park. 
Registration is at 9 a.m. The run 
starts at 10 a.m. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Canadians will participate. 
We will remember Terry, and we 
will continue to help turn his 
dream into reality.

But I did have to think 
about my answers. 

I'm absolutely no expert 
in crafting survey ques¬ 
tions, and I understand 
there must be a real skill to 
it. But it seemed that while 
each question was fairly 
simply answered, the 
attempt to ask what seemed 
to be slightly different ver¬ 
sions of the same question 
while coming at it from dif¬ 
ferent angles puzzled me. 

Was it to confuse me? 


can't imagine what will be 
made of the answers. 

There are several ques¬ 
tions about the NHS that 
most of us could not know 
the answers to - what does 
it believe, does it listen to 
people like me, etc., that I 
had to respond to by saying 
I don't know. How could I 
have any idea? I understand 
the survey is trying to deter¬ 
mine our opinion of wheth¬ 
er the NHS is good at com¬ 
municating, and I guess I 
have to defer to the experts 
and assume the answers 
will help them. 

The survey also allows 
for some open-ended com¬ 
ments—but very few. Do 
we have a good opinion of 
the reputation of the NHS 
or not? Why? 

The answers, we're 
assured, are confidential, 
but I wonder whether those 
comments will be made 


Dr. Terry Flynn, assistant 
professor in communica¬ 
tion studies at McMaster, 
was asked by the NHS in 
July to investigate the com¬ 
munity’s level of trust in 
their health system. 

This is quite apart from 
the Ministry of Health’s 
recent decision to appoint 
a supervisor to look into 
problems with the opera¬ 
tions of the NHS and rec¬ 
ommend solutions. 

And that's what I had to 
remind myself as I answered 
the survey - it's not asking 
me whether I think the NHS 
does a good job of deliver¬ 
ing health care. It's asking 
me if it does a good job 
communicating. It wants to 
know whether I think it has 
a good reputation, not 
whether it deserves a good 
reputation. 

The two likely go hand- 
in-hand—a low level of 
trust and a poor reputation 
would seem to indicate 


issues with the operations 
of the health system. 

Of course it’s also possi¬ 
ble, it was pointed out to 
me by Dr. Flynn, that a facil¬ 
ity be a top-notch opera¬ 
tion and still have commu¬ 
nication difficulties that 
could translate to a lack of 
trust and a less than satis¬ 
factory reputation. 

I don't think that's the 
case in this situation. 

Transparency is one of 
the factors the survey ques- 

That's an issue the NHS 
has visibly worked to over¬ 
come since the recent C. 
difficile outbreak. It is mak¬ 
ing headway, but there is a 
level of scepticism that 
remains and will be diffi¬ 
cult to conquer.

Walker said the price of 
the school and the details 
of the partnership with 
Willowbank still need to be 
worked out. 

“I’m concerned with the 
money that’s going to be 
used — I’m concerned 
about the cost to the town if 
Willowbank doesn’t have 
the funds they need to pur¬ 
chase the property now, ” 


Lord Mayor David Eke 
said all of the details still 
need to be ironed out, but 
the town and Willowbank 
need to act quickly because 
of a 90-day period during 


which public agencies are 
able to express an interest 
in the property before the 
sale of the school is opened 
up to the public. 

“It’s important to under¬ 
stand when the DSBN 
declares a surplus, there's a 
pecking order it goes 
through. We’re working 
with Willowbank to help 
get a leg up,” said Eke.

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Meters not to blame for time-of-use

While there is a problem 
that is delaying time-of-use 
hydro billing in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, don’t blame your 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hydro president Jim 
Huntingdon says he is still 
receiving calls from residents 
who don’t understand the 
delay, and from some who 
fear that if there is a problem 


with meters, they may be 
paying too much for their 
electricity. 

That is not the case, he 
says. “People are asking us if 
the meter isn’t accurate, why 
is it in my house? That is not 
the situation.” 

The meters were tested 
and sealed before they were 
installed, and they are accu¬ 
rate, he says. The issue is in 
the transmission of data that 
records hourly intervals of 
hydro use—some of those 


intervals are not being 
received. 

There could be a number 
of reasons—a meter in the 
shadow of a tower, a meter in 
a basement with metal that 
is interfering with transmis¬ 
sion to the satellite, or even 
too many unlicensed trans¬ 
missions interfering, says 
Huntingdon. 

Out of respect for its 7,000 
customers, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hydro will not be bill¬

Town councilor Jamie 
King says he’s not a great 
skater, but he will be on the 
ice trying to stay on his feet 
Saturday with other town 
representatives, including 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke, to 
support the United Way. 

“I’m very excited to see 
the town undertaking a 
renewed effort to enhance 
United Way fundraising 
efforts,” says King. 

As major giving manag¬ 
er for the United Way, he 
sees first hand the benefits 
of employee campaigns 
which account for two- 
thirds of annual campaign 
revenue. 


But as work force num¬ 
bers decline in the region, 
those dollars are decreas¬ 
ing, and events such as that 
embrace the community, as 
well as individual dona¬ 
tions, become increasing 
important, says King. 

While NOTL residents 
might not see the store 
front operations of the pro¬ 
grams and services that 
help so many people across 
the region, they may one 
day be surprised to find 
themselves in need—as an 
example, says King, the 
CNIB is one program that 
helps seniors who might be 
suffering from visual 
impairment, helping them 
to live safely in their home. 


Or the Distress Center of 
Niagara—people of all 
incomes and walks of life 
may find themselves suffer¬ 
ing from severe distress, 
and find it helpful to have 
the distress centre to turn 
to for support. 

Or pick up the phone to 
dial 211 and Information 
Niagara, also supported by 
the United Way, is on the 
other end, there to steer 
people in the right direc¬ 
tion for all sorts of resourc¬ 
es, whether they be govern¬ 
ment programs, co mm unity 
services, help with an 
income tax form or finding 
an interpreter. 

“Without a doubt there 
are a number of agencies 


that have ties to the com¬ 
munity in terms of those 
experiencing challenges,” 
says King. 

“NOTL residents are 
certainly impacted by those 
services, if not for them¬ 
selves, it might be for their 
friends or neighbours.” 

The United Way is the 
largest non-governmental

Although the dairy itself 
has passed into other hands, 
there are seven generations 
of Stewarts still involved in 
the family business that had 
its beginnings more than 80 


The dairy bar on Stewart 
Road and its high quality ice 
cream may be what most 
people associate with the 
name, but the business was 
launched long before with 


the home delivery of milk 
and a small facility to pas¬ 
teurize milk that dates back 
to the 1930s. 

The family farm itself, still 
operated beside the dairy 
property, can be traced to 
William Stewart, who came 
to Niagara and began grow¬ 
ing mixed crops in 1854. 

It was another 80 years 
later, in 1931 with a recession 
making money scarce, when 
William’s great-grandson 
Harry began delivering milk 
with one horse-drawn 
wagon. 

Harry’s five children, 
Margery, Fred, Frank Jim, Bill 
and Bob worked in the 30 
foot by 40-foot cement block 
building that served as a pas¬ 
teurizing plant, scrubbing 
milk bottles and doing farm 
chores when they weren’t in 
class, and once done with 
elementary school, tooktheir 


place in the family business, 
which was split into the milk 
processing and delivery and 
running the dairy farm. 

The farm grew as Harry 
purchased more acres across 
the region—a licence that 
was required to deliver milk 
did not cover purchasing 
milk, explained Bob, so the 
only way to expand at the 
time was to buy existing 
dairy operations. 

By the time they sold the 
business to Beatrice Dairy in 
the 1970s, it included 14 dif¬ 
ferent dairies in the area. 

It was in 1955 that Frank 
and Bob took the advice of a 
supplier who had been 
involved with a Toronto pro¬ 
ducer of ice cream, bought 
the equipment that would 
allow them to make their 
own frozen treats and built 
the dairy bar. 

Bob explains that most of 


their cows were Holstein and 
Guernsey —about 250 at the 
height of their production— 
andwhileHolstein are known 
to be the highest milk pro¬ 
ducers, Guernseys are noted 
for their high cream content. 

"So we decided to go into 
the ice cream business,” says 
Bob. 

And after some discussion 
about where to locate the 
dairy bar, “we decided to 
build it right there, beside 
the farm.” 

They were committed to 
not just making ice cream, 
but the best ice cream—at 
14 per cent cream, it was 
higher and better than oth¬ 
ers in the area, and remains 
so to this day, says Bob. 

Fred remembers a small 
cone selling for 5 cents that 
first summer—a hot one— 
and so many customers lined 
out the door that they had to 


open a window that they 
could serve from. 

When it was time to 
expand the diary itself, it was 
built beside the dairy bar. 

Today, Fred, 88, and Bob, 
84, the only two remaining of 
their generation, have turned 
the business over to their 
sons—sort of. 

Although they call them¬ 
selves retired, and joke that 
nobody wants to hear their 
advice, they both have the 
Stewart work ethic in their 


ble for them to really retire. 

“It’s in our blood, to work 
hard, going back genera¬ 
tions. I think we’ve passed 
that on,” says Fred. 

“I still cut the grass, if you 
can call that working," he 
laughs. 

Bob says he thinks maybe 
they worked too hard—both 
farming and milk delivery 
were seven-days-a-week 
jobs, including Christmas 
Day. 

Bob "peddled milk” for 


years straight without a 
single day off—before the 
days of refrigeration—begin¬ 
ning at midnight when it was 
cooler, and finishing early 
morning in the warm weath¬ 
er. In the winter, he would 
start at 6 a.m. 

“It was a hard life,” he 
said. 

“Lookingback, I wonder if 
I maybe worked too much. I 
could have taken more time 
off, but I like to be busy and 
involved.” 

Today, Fred’s son runs 
Stewart Haven, with about 
70 cows— Fred’s grandson is 
still at school, with his future 
undecided— while Bob, who 
built the Avondale chain of 
stores with his brother Frank, 
has turned that business over 
to his son Larry and Frank’s 
threesons. Grandchildren are 
also involved in the business,

The dairy was sold to 
Beatrice in 1970, the Stewarts 
making the decision that 
they couldn’t compete 
against the much larger pro¬ 
ducers who were selling to 
the chain supermarkets. 

“Our business had been 
95 per cent home delivery— 
we had more than 16,000 
customers. But then people 
started buying their milk at 
the supermarket, and the big 
chain stores wanted a dairy 
that could deliver all over the 
province,” says Bob. 

“We decided to open our 
own stores to sell ice cream 
and milk." 

The dairy is now owned 
by Parmalat, and although it 
also purchased the dairy bar, 
it continues to be leased and 
operated by Ray Sheehan, 
who worked for die Stewarts 
when they ran it. 

Bob admits to dropping in 
occasionally for an ice cream 
—it’s every bit as good as it 
was in his day, he says—and 
Fred, who lives next door, 
pops over for a container and 
takes it home to enjoy. 

The dairy still employs 
about 35 people, and
